Folloving the ssaliag off of" East Berlin, resuapt-ios of nuclear tests, 
and threats of interference vith the air corridora, the Berlin Eituatioa 
reiaaiBed tense bat indecisive throughout the late Sismer. There continued 
to be some resentsneat in Berlin over the lack of vigoroia Allied action in 
response to the violation of the four poyer agreeaiejit on Berlin. The refugee 
flov inched up to 25 per day through aa underground, railroad. 

In the United States the mllitaiy huildug? vas in line with the President 
speecn of mid-July. Vest Gennan troop strength continued to increase and th^ 
draft vas increased to two years. The French Goveraasent announced that three 
al%^sions vould have >«ea moved from North Africa to. Europe by the end of 
the year; the British announced plans to aobiliie scsae reserves. 

The Geraan elections resulted in no zaa^lor chaiise in the conwsition of 
the Bundestag; Adenauer continued as Cha2;cellor. 

Inf ornsal disarmament t^lis betveea the V3A esd USSB led to no agree- 
nent on the resumption of. negotiations. The Soviets insisted that test-ban 
talks had gotten novbere because no progress vas aade on tiis vorld's dcEvands 
for geiieral and ccEcpiete disarmament. Ges^eral Assemblj^ det^te on the issue 
vas unexpectedly quiet. President Kennedy, in a Esjor address on the eve of 
the General Asseinbly, had lioisd Berlin and dieaxaa^r^nt^ stating that the 
test vhether the vorld could disara vas Soviet villingsesfi to sake "psacef ul 
coexistence a reality in Berljn. 

The auch .anticipated "Berlin negotiation" bad not occurred. T-^ So^-iet 
position continued to be that a separate peace treaty inavi-iable if a 
nev^ status for Berlin ard the ©3 could net be negotiated,- thi AVLi€.d poslticE 
continued to te that such a peace treaty vas a violsrion of tb^ cc-c-r&rior; 
agreeasnt but that the oiily figlLti^g issue vas access zz r^xliz.. of a 

Summit conference ccntinasd but no basis for such a confer-snce emerged frcei 
the various notes, conversations, or the Soe^^no visit. Pouiiiar deaeads in • 
Allied countries, especially in Britain, for a '"Berlin negotiation" vere 
sonevhat disconcerted by Soviet test reauc^tion. Sast Geras^ beasts that 
the Allies vould soon be dealing vith the GDR becsT^e scmeyhat less threatening 
on the question of access; there vas videspread bore tr&t Esrushchev hsd 
played his hand for the BOBsnt and vould ease his isy into a peace treatv.

In VJest Berlin, the popRilar mood has passed frcsn the most acute 
suspense the night of the 17th to incredulous be\d.lde::inent as the 
Allies failed to do more than run a few flights to the city, deepining 
into dieillusionoent;, bitterness and, aaong many, resignation as the 
incondusive situation drags on© 

Hope vas high after Mayor Brandt's speech Friday night, and,§s 
midnight neared everyone v^ted anxiously for vrord that the West vas 
flying in anyway in the teeth of the GDR ultimatum. Although there 
was disappointment on the lSt.h that no iiaaediate chaLlenge was made 
•when the Allies broadcast their note to the USSR \dth its 24-hour 
suspension of flights, hope continued to be high that the next day, 
the 19th, would see a major air effort to supply West Berlin. So 
widespread was this expectation that remors that the West had really
